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The origination and early success of this Hospital as a School 
for Ophthalmic Surgeiy are attrihutahle to a great Surgeon, 
John Cunningham Saunders, who first .adapted the operation for 
Cataract to the condition of infancy. It is the earliest, in order of 
time, of the Institutions of this class, now so general throughout 
this Empire and in other countries. 



li is deemed right to draw attention to the delay in submitting 
children with Cataract to the care of the Surgeon. In 560 cases of 
that description brought to the Uospitaly the average age is estimated 
at seven years ^ although the condition of early childhood is most 
favourable for the operation.

In submitting their Annual Beport to the Governors 
and friends of the Boyal London Ophthalmic Hos- 
piTAL, the Committee of Management have the 
pleasure not only to congratulate them on the con- 
tinued popularity of the Institution and on the large 
measure of good which has been effected by its 
instrumentality during past years, but, in placing 
before them a statement of its position, have again 
thankfully to acknowledge that, notwithstanding 
various and large claims made upon the public 
during 1877, the income of this old-established 
Charity has been fully maintained. 

The Out-Patient department of the Hospital has 
been daily crowded by the afflicted poor, not only 
from the thickly-populated districts of the metropolis 
and its environs, but from all parts of the country. 

The number of In-Patients has been increased 
considerably since the opening of the additional 



story, and the greater accommodation has enabled 
the Committee to meet the requirements of advanced 
ophthalmic science by retaining some Patients longer 
in the Hospital than formerly. 

The Medical Eeport, compiled with great care and 
accuracy, will be found replete with every detail of 
the diseases of the Patients, and it will be seen that 
the total attendances of Out-Patients have been 
108,650, a considerable increase on past years. The 
numbers of persons relieved have been 

20,730 Qut-Patients, and 
1,400 In-Patients, 



making altogether 22,180, or more than 1,000 be- 
yond the previous year. Many among these Patients 
were afflicted with blindness from cataract, and 
have been restored to sight. Some had been born 
blind, having a sense given to them that they had 
not enjoyed before ; whilst others — a vast num- 
ber afflicted with various diseases threateningTthe 
loss of sight — have been restored, thankful for 
recovery, and joyful that the dreaded prospect of 
blindness had been averted. 

It is also very gratifying to the Committee of 
Management, as it will be to the Governors of the 
Hospital, to know that, by a gift of spectacles 



t^ the very poor when ordered by the Medical 
Staff, they are enabling so many to continue their 
daily work instead of seeking parish relief. Especially 
is this the case with poor needlewomen and others 
similarly situated. Where the Patients are not of 
the very poorest class, and amongst those that may 
be earning tolerable wages, the spectacles are sup- 
plied lo- them at the cost price, upon the recommen- 
dation of the Medical Officers. 

The hearty acknowledgments of the Committee 
of Management are due and are hereby most grate- 
fully tendered to the Medical Staff of the Hospital for 
their continued and unremitting care of the Patients, 
and for their unceasing efforts to alleviate such a 
vast amount of human suffering. 

The Committee have reason to be thankful for the 
support they have received to the close of the year. 
Notwithstanding the general depression in commerce, 
the collection of large funds for the Indian famine 
relief, and the war in the East, there has been a 
slight increase in the amount received for Annual 
Subscriptions, and the total of Donations has been con-* 
siderably enhanced by the receipt of several valuable 
Legacies. The Managers have to offer their most 
hearty thanks to the Executors of the late James 
Graham for the generous gift of J£1,000, the object and 
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the amount being at their absolute discretion* They 
have also to thank most cordially the Executors of 
Esther Mocatta for the munificent Legacy of i£2,000^ 
which has been invested in "Metropolitan" StocL

and, in accordance with the Bules, the Com- 
mittee of Management, have elected the Executors 
Honorary Life Governors of the Institution, and 
beg to tender them their most grateful acknowledg- 
ments. 

The Donations include £50 from F. B. Eobinson, 
Esq. ; ^652. 10s. from Mrs. S. Packe ; £249. 3s. 4d. 
from the Metropolitan Hospital Sunday Fund; and 
£79. 6s. 5d. from the Hospital Saturday' Collection. 
The sincere thanks of the Managers are due and are 
hereby presented for these and other kind contribu- 
tions to the Institution. 

The expenditure for maintenance during the year 
has been increased by the enlarged accommodation 
now provided for In-Patients, and is fully accounted 
for by the addition to their numbers. The balance of 
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the cost of building the upper floor^ amounting to 
£189. lis. lOd., has been finally discharged. 

The Committee regret that it has been deemed 
absolutely necessary that the whole system of drain- 
age at the Hospital should be reconstructed. Com- 
' plaints having been made, the matter was referred 
to the surveyors of the Hospital, and they reported 
that they had every reason to fear that the older 
drains were of brick, and that foul gases would find 
their way into the house from any that might be 
broken. The Committee therefore have no alterna- 
tive but to give instructions for the work to be com- 
pleted at once. Pending this necessary improvement, 
the Hospital will have to be closed for In-Patients ; 
but it is anticipated that it will be completed by the 
80th April next, when re-admission will be given. 
The Out-Patients' department will not be closed, 
arrangements having been made for the attendance 
of the Surgical Staff at the South Place Institute, 
close to the Hospital, where Patients will be seen as 
usual during the short interval of suspense. The 
Committee desire to express their obligations to the 
Managers of that Institution for this kind permission. 

During the past year the Institution has lost the 
active services of Mr. Bowman and Mr. Critchett, 
who have by their retirement become Consulting 
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Surgeons. The Committee considered it due to 
gentlemen in that position^ as well as for the welfare 
of the Institution, to offer them the facility of an 
occasional bed for any special cases of their own, and 
thus retain their interest in the Hospital. 

It is hoped shortly to enlarge the boundaries of the 
museum, and attach thereto accommodation for the 
study of ophthalmic science, and thus advance the 
knowledge of that department of surgery. 

In conclusion, the Managers once more confidently 
appeal to the public at large for their continued 
support and encouragement, which have in the past 
enabled them to do so much good in alleviating the 
sore affliction of so many, and would ask them to 
remember that it is a noble work that they are thus 
helping to carry on, and that society at large is 
greatly benefited by the work of the Institution. 
Additional support is clearly indispensable for the 
additional accommodation recently provided. . .

Amended at a Special Meeting of the Governors held at 
the Hospital on the 6th of May, 1873. 



NAME. 

The Koyal London Ophthalmic Hospital sliall be Name ana 
open daily for the relief of the Poor, of every coTUitry and ^^^ 
denomination^ suffering from disease or injury of the Eye. 

II. 
OBJECTS. 

Every applicant, being poor, shall have gratuitous advice Objects, 
and a supply of medicine as an Out-Fatient In-Patients 
to be admitted by Governors' tickets, or at the discretion 
of the Medical Officer in attendance, regard being had to 
the extent of accommodation afforded by the Hospital. 

III. 

MANAGEMENT. 

Committee : its Powers and Functions. 

The Hospital shall be under the management of a Com- Manage- 
raittee, consisting of twenty-four Governors, to be ap- 
pointed at the Annual Meeting ; and the President, the 
Vice-Presidents, Treasurer, and Trustees shall be, ea officio, 
members of the Committee. The Committee, at their first 
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Meeting after being chosen, to deet a Chairman and Deputy 
Chairman. The Committee may appoint to vaeanciea daring 
the carrent year, so as to maintain the fall number of 
twenty-four shodd they think fit.
